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Claim 28 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim contains subject matter which was 
not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled 
in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. The value of n = 1 or 2 seems to have support 
from the stoichiometry of the examples in the disclosure. However, support for the 
value of m equal to four isn't immediately obvious and may be new matter. The 
applicants could overcome this rejection by explaining how and where this value is 
supported by the original disclosure, by deleting the claim, or by defining m as an 
integer. 

Claims 1-3, 5, 6, 8, 9, 11, 15, 16, 18-21,24, 25, 17 and 28 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious 
over JP58,194,915 to Fuji Spinning.

Claims 1-3, 8. 9, 15, 16, 20, 21, 24, 25, 27 and 29 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious 
over Ward (WO360).

Claims 1-5 and 7-48 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Chang in view of Maruo. 

See Paper No. 13, paragraphs 9-1 1 . 
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Applicant's arguments filed 7-16-03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The applicants argue that the Japananese reference's polyurethane would 
gel and be too viscous because the process of making their polyurethane is different 
from the claims. The applicants have no concrete proof of this. The applicants argue 
that Ward doesn't gel because he doesn't use more than 100 eqiv. % diamine. 
However, the applicants' claims read on the use of 100 equiv. % diamine. The 
applicants argue that Chang doesn't discloses the rate of chain extension with diamine. 
The secondary reference shows the rate of the claims, and it would be obvious for 
Chang to use the same rate as Maruo. The applicants argue that Maruo uses an 
inhibitor. All of the references use monoamine chain terminators. The applicants could 
overcome all the rejections by excluding the use of monoamine chain terminators, which 
is supported by the applicants' examples.
